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EDITOEIAL COMMENT 

LOUIS RENAULT. 

On December 10, 1907, the Nobel Prize was awarded to M. Louis 
Eenault, of Prance, and Ernesto Teodore Moneta, of Italy, President 
of the Peace Society of Italy. 

By his will Alfred B. Nobel, the inventor of dynamite, bequeathed 
his fortune, estimated at $9,000,000, as a fund, the interest of which 
should be distributed yearly to those who had signally contributed to 
the good of humanity. The interest is divided into five equal shares, 
of which one is awarded "to the person who in the domain of physics 
has made the most important discovery or invention, one to the person 
who has made the most important chemical discovery or invention, one 
to the person who has made the most important discovery in the domain 
of medicine or physiology, one to the person who in literature has pro- 
vided the most excellent work of an idealistic tendency, and one to the 
person who has worked most or best for the fraternization of nations 
and the abolition or reduction of standing armies and the calling in and 
propagating of peace congresses."
